Farm ers Cited at First Link 
In Chain to Control Floods 
Washington, March 9.—Expan­ 
sion of contour tillage and terrac­ 
ing is urged by H. 
H. 
Bennett, 
chief of the 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service, as a “primary method” of 
Hood control. 
Experience and 
scientific 
ex ­ 
periments have proved that farm ­ 
ing practices that conserve 
soil 
and water have a directly benefi- 
cial hearing on the 
control 
of 
Hoods and alleviation of 
drouth 
conditions, Bennett said. 
The effectiveness of 
soil 
and 
water conservation at flood sour­ 
ces in minimizing floods, Bennett 
said, is substantiated by 
several 
factors. 
Ho listed these two as 
import­ 
ant; 
1. Flood loads are due in large 
part to rapid suface run-off 
of 
rainfall or 
melting 
snow 
and 
quick concentration of this water 
in stream channels. 
2. The upland soils of a w ater­ 
shed constitute a storage reservoir 
capable of absorbing or 
retaining 
enough water to prevent, or at 
least greatly reduce, critical flood 
crests in the lower drainageways.
